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THE LEAGUE’ AS AN ISSUE 


One of the most ridiculous features of the democratic national 
, platform is the plank pledging the party to hold a national referen- 
‘dum on the question of American entrance into. the League of 
Nations, and “immediately upon an affirmative vote” to make the 
United States a member of the league. Mr. Newton D. Baker for- 
mer President Wilson's secretary of War, characterized the plan as 
the “most phantastic proposition ever “proposed with regard to 
American constitutional practice.” “Mr. Baker declared the proposed 
referendum to be ‘‘a fanciful, illegal, unconstitutional, revolutionary 
referendum. 
constitution.”” It is apparent that the democrats would be confront- 
ed with serious difficulty in carrying out their league referendum 
plan even if they were given the opportunity to do so. 

But Candidate Davis anticipates any failure of the platform in 
that regard by boldly stating the position that he has always held 
on the league issue. Irrespective of whether a referendum is held 
or not, and irrespective of its out come if held, Mr. Davis is for 
American entrance into the league. “We do not;”” he declared in 
his acceptance speech “and we can not accept the dictum authorized 
by an expression of popular will that the League of Nations is a 
closed incident so far as we are concerned * * * From the day 
when the proposal was first put forward I believed that American 
duty and American interests alike demanded our joining, as a free 
and equal people, the other free peoples of the world in this enter- 
prise. Nothing that has since occurred has shaken me in that be- 
lief.”” . 

Whatever of ambiguity there may be in other issues of the 
campaign, the stand of the two candidates on the question of 
American entrance into the league is sharply drawn. Mr. Davis 
declines to accept the popular mandate of 1920 as final. In his 
first annual message to congress last December the president said, 
“our country has definitely refused to adopt and ratify the covenant 
of the League of Nations. We have not felt warranted in assuming 
the responsibility which its members have assumed. I am not pro- 
posing any change gn this policy; neither is the senate. The inci- 
dent, so far as we are concerned, is closed.” When Mr. Coolidge 
addressed the meeting of the Associated Press in New York last 
April he reiterated his stand “Our country,” said he on that occas- 
ion, “refused to adhere to the covenant of the League of Nations 
with~a decisive rejection, which | regard as final.” 

|Here we have the league precisely as it was raised in the 
1920 campaign. Mr, Davis favors going in. Mr. Coolidge favors 
staying out. 

If Davis is elected, the League of Nations campaign will be 
resumed precisely where Woodrow Wilson relinquished it almost 
four years ago. If Coolidge is elected, the United States will re- 
tain its independence of action and thus be enabled to lend further 
aid to Europe and the rest of the world in the cause of peace and 
mutual friendship. 

Reviewing the’ tremendous influence which the United States 
is wielding toward world adjustment, while carefully adhering to 
the republican policy of non-entanglement, the people will find no 
reason for reversing the judgment so decisively rendered in 1920. 


THE OIL HEARINGS 


It is declared that the oil leases will constitute one of the chief 
issues of the democratic candidate. Judicial determination of the 
legality and justice of the oil leases cannot *come until after the 
election. The charges have been made, the indictments have been 
returned, but the government has been instrumental in putting off 
all the trials until October or later, so there can be no decision to 
upset the plans of .the democratic managers to make these leases 
an issue. 

If, of course, after the election the courts find the leases honest 
and legal and beneficial to the navy and the United States, and if 
the juries find that neither Secretary Fall on the one hand or Messrs. 
Sinclair or Dohgny on the other did anything improper in making 
the leases, but instead saved millions of barrels of government oil 
for the government, it will not affect the campaign at all.- The 
election will be over and the so-called “‘oil scandal” will have serv- 
ed its purpose nicely and incidentally Senator Walsh. of Montana will | 
have been saved from that defeat at the hands of the Ku.Klux 
Klan in Montana which was staring him in the face when he con- 
ceived the idea of exploiting a scandal and playing the role of St.

Permission Sought in Contra 
Costa To Build Carquinez 
Straits Bridge ss 


a 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 26.—An in- 
itiative petition for permission to 
build a $2,000,000 suspension bridge 
across Carquinez Straits will be 
circulated tomorrow in Contra Costa 
county by agents cf the Northern 
California Deevlopment Company. 

The company was incorporated last 
Monday with an authorized capital 
stock of $2,500,000. 

F. S. Brittain of Brittain and Weise, 
counsel of the new corporation, stat- 
ed that the members of the company, 
who held their organization meeting 
yesterday, propose to*build the bridge 
if permission is granted, between 
Dillon Point and Eckley, within two 
years, and to make the structure the 
first of a series of similarly im- 
portant development undertakings in 
northern California. 

The same business men, he said, 
then incorporated as the San Fran- 
cisco Transit Company, applied for 
a sifilar permit two years ago of 
the Contra Costa county supervisors. 
Their requist was denied. 

“The men who have initiated this 
movement,” said Brittain, “fell that! 
if they had been given a_ permit 
two years ago the bridge across the 
straits would now be completed.” 

William H. Fowler, bridge engi- 
neer of New York, has designed the 
proposed structure, which will have 
an altitude of 135 feet above the 
water with a length of 1,500 feet 
for its main span between piers, each 
pier to be 750 feet from shore, mak- 
ing the length of the bridge from 
bank to bank aproximately 3,000 
feet. The company believes, said Brit- 
tain, that they will be able to cut 
the present ferry basis.

Freyermuth, president; Henry Mart- 
ens, vice-president; Jesse Newbauer, 
treasurer ,and Sylvan OD, Davis, 
secretary.

To File Claims — 


For Compensation 


World war veterans who have a 
claim to adjusted service compensa 
tion under the federal compensation 
act, propularly known as the soldiers’ 
bonus, sare urged to obtain blanks and 
make application for the compensa- 
tion. Where the veteran is unable 
to make application because of death 
or disabling injury, it may ‘be made 
by his dependents. Blanks may be 
obtained from any post of the Amer- 
fean Lesion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Disabled American Veterans. 
any chapter of the American Red 
Cross, all agencies or stations of the 
army, Marine Corps, or Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, U. S. military attaches at lega-|'
